THE MINNESOTA LIBERALS.

Sr. Pau, Minn., Sept. 23.—The Liberail-Demo- 
cratic State Convention was better attended to-day 
than was expected, though only judicial nomi- 
nations were to be made. Those present ex- 
hibited the best of feeling. The platform and 
pomunees give perfect satisfaction, and when the 
Convention adjourned the general impression 
among members, and numerous others who 
witnessed the proceedings, was, that the Oppo- 
sition is much stronger in the State than bereto- 
fore supposed, and that Wilkin and Lochren 
may be elected to the Supreme Bench notwith- 
standing the great personal popularity of Judge 
McMillan, the present Chief-Justice, and Repub- 
lican nominee for re-election.

St. Paci, Minn., Sept. 23.—The Democratic-

THE MISSOURI REPUBLICANS.

For years the two parties in this State have 
been equally divided; one year the Democracy 
elected their candidates by less than a taousand 
majority, and the next the Republicans have cap- 
tured the Government by afew hundred votes.

The Republican Convention in Missouri yes-

Charles Swam, an English minor poet of 
some celebrity, died yesterday, aged 71 years. 
As early as 1818 he became a member of a firm 
of engravers in Manchester, and conducted a 
branch of that business to the day of his death.

A DASTARDLY BLOW. 

About two months ago the National Board of 
Underwriters adopted six resolutions in refer- 
ence to fire risks in Chicago, embodying certain 
demands which they made upon our city author- 
ities. These were: 

1. That the permanent fire limits should be 
made coextensive with the city limits, 

2. That a Building law should be adopted, the 
same in substance as the New York Building 
law. 

8. That there should be a complete reorganiza- 
tion of the Fire Department. 

4. That water-mains of a certain size should be 
laid in certain districts. 

5, That provision should be made by law for 
an investigation of the causes of all fires, with a 
view to preventing incendiarism. 

6. Thai all lumber-yardsand other inflammable 
things should be removed from the southwest- 
ern district of the city. 

The first requirement of the list has already 
been complied with, and the fourth is being com- 
plied with as rapidly eas possible. The third 
and fifth cannot be complied with until the 
next meeting of the State Legislature. As tothe 
second, however desirable it may be, it is well 
known that two years of incéesani effort was re- 
quired, together with the expenditure of 
$20,000 in money, to procure the passage 
of the New York Building law, which 
we were expected to mature and pass in two 
months. The sixth is simply impossible of 
execution, and must have been known to be so 
when put in the schedule. It isa requirement 
not made or enforced in any other city in the 
United States. It must have been known to 
those who adopted it that there is no legal pro- 
cess by which a lumber-yard—much less a half- 
dozen miles of lumber-yardés—can be moved 
without the consent of the owners. 

The City of Chicago having failed to comply 
with four requirements which it was known that 
it would be physically impossible to comply with 
in that time, the Executive Committee of the 
National Board of Underwriters, sitting in New 
York, yesterday resolved to withdraw as many 
insurance companies as they could influence 
from Chicago, refusing to write new policies or to 
renew those expiring. Thiscruel and dastardly 
blow was struck at the credit of Chicago under 
the circumstances we have named—that is, with 
the full knowledge that, whether right or wrong, 
whether just or unjust, the demands made upon 
us could not be complied with in the time given. 

When we say that this was a cruel and das- 
tardly blow, we do not question the right of 
these insurance companies, or any others that 
they can influence, to go away. Insurance is a 
trade, @ vocation, pursued for gain, like any 
other trade or vocation. If these companies 
find it not to their profit to stay here, it is 
proper for them to retire. The decent and 
business-like way for any of them to pro- 
ceed, if desiring to withdraw, -. would 
be to privately instruct their agents 
to write no more policies here, and to notify 
their customers, so that they might get other in- 
surance. We say that this would have been the 
decent course to pursue. Instead of this, they 
have taken a course and pursued a policy calcu- 
culated to produce a panic and to impair the 
credit of this city in the farthest corner of Chris- 
tendom. Moreover, they have taken a course 
implying, that their own members cannot be 


fully relied on to carry out the agreement unless 
it is proclaimed from tae housetops,—an appre- 
hension which we believe is justified as regards 
some of the best companies in Hagtfeng and 
Philade!pbia. oe 

Tas Tarscns has, up to this time, sustained 
the demands of the National Board of Under- 
writers, and urged upon the city authorities a 
speedy compliance with them so far as they were 
reasonable and just. We have gone further, and 
urged compliance with demands made upon citi- 
zens in their private capacity,—some of which 
have been tyrannical and idiotic.

Prior to the War, the annual county ex- 
were $10,000; now they exceed 
$43,000. Prior to the War, the  prop- 
erty, exclusive of slaves, was worth 
three times as much as it is now, The taxes 
have quadrupled, and have not been honestly 
applied. The present Tax Collector is under an 
indictment for perjury and embezzlement of 
county funds, found by a Grand Jury, the ma- 
jority of whom were Republicans, and yet he has 
just been renominated for the same office by a 
majority of the Republicam Convention. The 
nominee of that Convention for Judge of the 
Criminal Court is a negro who has never prac- 
ticed law, pever has had a case, and is under 
indictment for larceny. The County So- 
licitor, a white Republican, has been convicted 
of bribery and corruption, and is now under in- 
dictment for a new trial. The nominee for 
Coroner, @ negro, was convicted of larceny a 
few days ago by the Republican Mayor of the 
city. The present incumbent of the Circuit 
Court, a life-long Kepublican and honest man, 
has been defeated by an ignorant and corrupt 
negro. How these disgraceful results were se- 
cured they show by documentary evidence of a 
character which ought to be conclusive to the 
President, asthe documents come from prominent 
Republicans themselves. Their united testi- 
mony shows that this Convention was never

regularly organized at all, but was only a mob 
of the office-holders and their negro hirelings, 
which got together for the purpose of continu- 
Ing each otber in office; and numerous agree- 
ments of the most corrupt description between 
candidates are printed, showing a degree of 
fraud and dishonesty which would not be tol- 
erated a single day in a Northern State. 
As to the charges of intimidation imme- 
diately preceding elections, the signers 
the appeal make a complete and crush- 
ing reply. They show that in the eight 
counties adjoining Dallas the white population 
is 56,389, and the black 186,760. The vote in 
1870 was 14,123 Democratic, and 35,271 Repub- 
lican; in 1872 it was 13,580 Democratic, and 
35,531 Republican. The large vote of the ne- 
groes in proportion to their population clearly 
enough shows that, if there was any intimida- 
tion, it was not successful, and the remarkable 
disproportion of the white to the black popula- 
tion, joined to the fact that the whole black pop- 
ulation goes armed, shows that the very idea of 
intimidation is absurd on the face of it. 

What wonder that the white people of the 
South complain of these burdens, and are dis- 
contented? What wonder that they seek to rid 
themselves of this barbarism (for it 1s nothing 
less), this corruption, and dishonesty? Under 
the rule of these officials the annual expenses of 
the State Government of Alabama have been in- 
creased from $400,000 to upwards of $1,500,000 ; 
the -State debt has been increased from 
$5,000,000 to $40,000,000; and, nothwith- 
standing the collection of the immense and 
ruinous taxes, the State cannot meet the inter 
est on its bonded debt. What hope of the fu- 
ture can the white people of Alabama have 
when these same usurpers and thieves age forced 
upon them year after year by the most unblush- 
ing and outrageous frauds, and when any at- 
tempt of theirs to secure an honest government 
is made the occasion for the display of Federal 
bayonets? What other outlook is there to the 
situation than that of bankruptcy and utter 
ruin? Whathope is there that the manly and 
dignified remonstrance which the people of Dal- 
las County have made to the President, although 
sustained by unimpéachable Republican testi- 
mony, will meet With any attention or even pe- 
rusal at Washington ?

The candidates put for- 
ward by the Republicans reside in St. Pau! and 
Minneapolis. The Reformers yesterday nom- 
inated for Chief Justice, Westcott Wilkin, of St. 
Paul, and for Associate Justice, William Locb- 
ren, of Mioneapolis. Local prejudices are thus 
balanced between the two tickets, and the op- |

shed, and persecution of negroes in that vicinity, 


posing candidates will stand squarély on their 
mérits in the two cities. The prospects of an 
exciting canvass and a full vote in Minneapolis 
and St. Paul are excellent. The Reform candi- 
dates bave the advantage of good principles. 
Their platform is one of the best in the 
West this year. It demands a speedy return to 
specie, a tariff for revenue, the expulsion of 
thieving officials'from the Southern States, 
home-rule, a free press, and State control of 
railroads. It opposes the passage of sumptuary 
laws. The Convention decided to ignore previ- 
ous political connections. It will be strange if 
ita ticket does not carry the State with the as- 
sistance of men who have been taught by MclIl- 
rath and the Ring to distrust the Republican 


party. 


INDIANA POLITICS. 

We have already called attention to the won- 
derful and wide-spread effect produced upon po- 
litical parties by the honest, straightforward 
declaration made by the Opposition Convention 
held in this State on the 26th of August. That 
Convention declared in favor of specie pay- 
meats, and the payment of the national debt 
in gold. This declaration, which was considered 
so hazardous, and from which all the politicians 
have been abrinking, was no sooner made than 
it was accepted and avowed by hundreds of pa- 
pers 1p this and other States that bad not dared 
to avow it befare, 

In Michigan, Nebraska, Iowa, Minnesota, and 
Wisconsin, it has become the popular doctrine, 
though sixty days before not a convention, large 
or smail, dare avowit. But the most siriking 
effect has been produced in Indiana. The Demo- 
cratic Corvention in that State, in an effort to 
outbid Republicans, deciared im favor of un- 
limited greenbacks, and the payment of the 5-20 
bonds in paper. Nota map in the Convention 
dare rise up and oppose this open avowal of re- 
pudiation. Since the Llinois Convention, how- 
ever, there bas been a striking change. The 
Hon. Joseph E. McDonald, Chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee, has kicked 
the Indiana platform, and has been 
making speeches in favor of specie pay- 
ments and honest dealings with the public 
creditors. The people have everywhere 
greeted him with their cordial approval. Can- 
didates, emboldened by his success, have taken 
the same course, and last but not least, Gov. 
Hendricks, at a special meeting held at In- 
dianapolis, has followed McDonald, and now re- 
pudiates the repudiating platform of the party. 
The Hon. M. C. Kerr bas won new distinction in 
Indiana as a man of ability and integrity by a 
fearless opposition to inilation, and advocacy of 
an honest payment of the public debt. Dan 
Voorbees is left almost alone in the support of 
the greenback and repudiation platform of 
which he boasts he is the author. So great has 
been the change that in fact the Democratic 
candidates in Indiana are now running for office 
on the Illinois platform, the Indiana fraud hav- 
ing been practically abandoned. 


BOGY AND BOGYISM. 

The Democrats of Missouri have a candidate 
for the Presidency in the person of Senator 
Bogy, and have abandoned all the notions of no- 
litical economy ever heard of among civilized 
peoples to adopt those of Bogy. Senator Logan 
has extravagant notions about financial ques- 
tions; he goes far beyond Senator Morton; but 
Logan is conservatism itself compared with 
Bogy. Bogy made several speeches in the Sev- 
ate at the last session. The great burden of his 
complaint was that there was more money in 
New York than there was in St. Louis, and more 
capital in New England than there was in Mis- 
eouri, and his remedy was to print money to an 
indefinite amount until every man in his sectiou 
bad as much as he wanted. Bogy thought there 
ought to be more banks im Missouri, aud he 
could not be persuaded that, if Congress 
reduced the number of banks New 
England, the banks of Missouri would 
not necesssarily increase. Bogy undefstood 
that if a man was pot allowed to have a National 
Bank in Providence, or Boston, or New York, he 
must of necessity start it in Missouri, and that, 
if the banks of Missouri were increased, the 
amount of currency among the people of that 
State would also be increased. His idea was 
that the abundancy and scarcity of currency were 
govered by the proximity of the institutions by 
which it was issued, overlooking the fact that 
though all the greenbacks are issued at Waslhi- 
ington, and most of the gold’ coin from the 
mint at San Francisco, money is no more 
plentiful in those places than elsewhere. 
Nor could Mr. Bogy be made to understand that 
capital was essential to the organization of Na- 
tional Banks, and that the reason why banks 
were organized in certain localities in preference 
to others was that they were established Where 
there was the largest amount of accumulated 
wealth. 

But Bogy was most profound on the payment 
of the national debt, He discounted Pendleton, 
and Kelley, and Logan, and Voorhees, and E|- 
dredge, and Ben Butler. The Cebt did not 
trouble Bogy in the least; he would merely print 
as many greenbacks as there were bonds, and, if 
the creditors would not accept them, then the 
creditors could go without anything. Bogy was 
so delighted with reading his own speeches that 
he reachea the conclusion that he ought to be 
President; that, as he was the only man in 
the United States who thoroughly understood 
finance, he was the most suitable man to admin- 
jster the finances. 

The Democratic party of Missouri, at their 
Convention, made Bogy’s speeches their plat- 
form. They said nothing against the third 
term, because who could tell but a grateful 
country might want Bogy, not only for a thiri 
term, but for half-a-dozen terms? But it ap- 
pears now that the Democracy of Missouri are 
not a unit on the Bogy plan of finance. As in 
Indiana, so in Missouri, there are Democrats 
who are not repudiators, and Democrats who 
think a restoration of an honest currency wouid 
bé a good thing to have. There is, therefore, a 
revolt against Bogyism in Missouri, and all the 
elements of opposition in that State have united 
in the support of a ticket headed by Maj’ 
Gentry, a Democrat, for Governor. Mr. James 
O. Broadhead, a distinguished leader of the 
party in St. Louis, has declined an invitation to 
stump the State for the Democratic ticket, and 
declares for Gentry, and im his letter thus dis- 
closes the animus of the Bogy system of finance : 

Above all things the country needs repose and order, 
and, if the people would seek their true interests, they 
should avoid Radicalism of both extremes, but Mis- 
souri Democracy is drifting into the worst kind of 
Radicalism. Its doctrine onthe currency question 
leads to repudiation, and springs mainly from the fact 
that the Government bonds were ipeued to raise means 
to carry on the War; and its hostility to Union men 
shows that it still harbors that “ yearning for revenge” 
that must inevitably culminate in a lawlessness and 
disorder which will paralyze the industry of our State 
and drive emigration from its borders, 

The result ie that the Democratic party in Mis- 
souri, which might have carried the State on an 
honest platform by 50,000 majority, is in danger 
of being crushed under the weight of Dogyiam.

I think that no Chicago reporter, not even in 
gathering up the details of the Great Fire, has 
ever felt the burden of his profession to be so 
much like the great earth on the shoulders of 
Atlas as our New York and Brooklyn Bohemians 
have done under the superincumbent weight of 
the Beecher scandal. 

Shall we ever forget the summer-nights when 
we used to hang over the railings of the historic 
residence of Augastus Scorrs, on Monroe place, 
during the sessions of the investiga:ing Com- 


mittee 7? 

Can our ears ever forget the rumblings of the 
stately carriage-wheels of the ponderous Mr. 
Sage, Chairman, lumbermaa, and .whitewasher 7 

Shall we ever lose from our fancy the demure 
and downcast look, and funereal and uncertain 
tread, of District-Attorney Wiuslow,—the most 
timid and characterless man to wnom Nature 
ever gave a Roman nose ? 

Can it be possibie that Horace B. Claflin's 
beamy eyes and egg-shaped head shall ever fade 
from the camera-plate of our enduring recollec- 
tion ? 

Is it within the scope of probability that the 
sleek, oily, well-fed and Alderman-waisted Au- 
gustus Storrs shall become, in due time, to our 
journalistic memory, a mére filmy and forgotten 
thing 7 

Sball we ever cease to linger fondly over our 
cherished recoliections— 

Dear as rememDLered kisses after death— 
every member, of the Committee,—even 
that cheerful nonentity who constitutes Mr. 
Lseocher’s business-partner, mouthpiece, lackey, 
and servant-of-all-work,—that ideal dry-goods 
clerk,—Henry M. Cleveland ? 

They were a little Legislature of wise heads, 
that Liliputian Committee of great men! They 
began their evenings with ** veiled ladies,’’ and 
ended them with cake and lemonade. No strong 
testimony or strong liquor was allowed, The 
Committee would meet early, just at sunset ; the 
“veiled ladies” would enter; the rotund Mr. 
Augustus,

would salute them at the door with the air of a 
Cathohe priest; the reporters would peer in over 
the piazza, through the slender half-inch between 
the window-curtain aod the window-siil ; the pur- 
suit of journalistic knowledge would be contin- 
ued under difficulties; Mr. Storrs would catch a 
glimpse of the open crevice through which the 
secret proceedings were leaking, and would draw 
down the curtain in disgust; there would bea 
yawn among twenty reporters, who were thus ex- 
cluded from every avenue of information; and 
the solemn proceedings would go on within, 
while everything would be left tocoujecture with- 
out. 

And what conjectures we used to make! Who 
was the witness that just went in? It was, of 
course, a ‘‘ veiled lady.” It was evidently a 
young one, for, in coming up the stone steps, 
she ran lightly. That green veil must have hid 
the face of Bessie Turner. 

Or perhaps the mysterious figure wasa fat 
woman, cumbrous wita the weight of years,— 
her youth gone, her step unsteady, and the least 
trifle of a nose—a dwarfed feature in so great 
a personage,—showing itself beneath the black 
screeu with which she curtained herself against 
our scrutinizing eyes. Ah, yes!—Mrs. Morse,— 
the famous

aod no mistake! What would we not have 
giveu on that night to have known whet she 
said! We strained our fancy; we bribed Mr. 
Storrs’ servants; wecajoled his coachman; we 
interviewed bis brother; we gave cigars to bis 
clief clerk ; we hired the district-telegraph boys 
to send in messages which we had wrote on cards, 
—all to get a littie scrap of information from the 
ponderous mother of the petite Elizabeth,—the 
threatening mother-in-law of the long-suffering 
Theodore. 

She came and went. The sum-total of her 
testyunony, as it now appears, was, that Eliza- 
beth, her daughter, was as chaste as the Virgin 
Mary. That was all the mother said. 

Then, with bold step, came a lady 

WITHOUT A VEIL. 
Her snowy locks are well known in these parts. 
This was the woman who provides for Mr. 
Beecher, according to his testimony, “ a refuge 
from the storm,”’ yet who, according to Mr. Til- 
ton’s recent statement, is ‘‘ more often the storm 
itself.” There was a grimness in her smile, such 
as one would imagine in a tender thunder-storm., 

‘Lhen came the excitaole John W. Harman,— 
always believing right, yet always acting wrong, 
—one of the most honest, rash, and foolish of 
men,—giving bis testimony, like Shakspeare’s 
ghost, in “‘ such a questionable shape ” that he 
was quoted by the Committee on the side against 
which bis heart inclined him; for]! have heard 
him say that be regards Beecher as one of the 
worst, and he knows Theodore to be one of the 
best, men in Brooklyn. 

What a time we used to have—we twenty 
different representatives of the omnipotent 
press—discussing with each other the merits of 
the great controversy. 

The opinions of the average reporter are of 
value,—not through any inherent dignity in his 
mind, for(with the exception of myself and 
a few others) he is generally a scapegrace and 
vagabond ; but he is unbiased; he don’t care 
for ope man or anotber; he thinks no more of 
Beecher than of Tilton,—no lees of Tilton than 
of Beecher ; that is to say, be cares for nothing 
except to make a point against bis comrade, and 
to steal or invent a piece of exclusive news for 
his own journal, 

. I think the reporters—I mean the great clus- 
ter who, like bees swarming on a branch, used 
to buzz about the railings of Mr. Storrs’ house— 
I think most of these were at first 

ON MR. BEECHER’S SIDE. 

Hoe used to cater tous, and we liked him; 
whereas Mr. Tilton was somewhat proud and 
reserved. Anybody can ‘“‘cut up Jack” with 
Heury Ward Beecher, but nobody can take a 
liberty with Theodore Tilton. Mrs. Morse was 
right when she said that Mr. Beecher was 
‘always cracking bis jokes.” Mr. Tilton, on 
the other hand, never made a pretense that the 
matter in hand was not serious, solemn, and 
awful. But then, to be sure, the question at 
issue was the reputation of a woman whom one 
man had made tiie sport of an idle pagsion, and 
whom the other man had loved as a man loves 
the woman he chooses frem all the world to be 
his wife. aie 

We all thougut at first that Mr. Tilton was 
attacking his wife, and that Mr. Beecher was 
defending her; but it soon turned out that we 
were wistaken. t 

Iam the intimate companion of twenty re- 
porters of the New York press, most of whom 
began our midsummer dancing of attendance in 
Monroe Place on the Investigating Committee, 
with a feeling of hatred towards Theodore Tilton 
for jeopardizing the reputation of his wife. 

How did we come to 

CHANGE OUB MINDS? 
One reason was, Mr. Tilton always told us the 
truth. We had tointerview him every day; he 
always received us courteously; generally gave 
us nothing; but, when he did open his mouth to 
say avything, the information which he gave 
roved reliable; he played no tricks, as Tom

so dwarf-like that we marvel how'he can repre- 
sent a great man like Beecher,—so wise behind 
his epectacies that

How one small bead could carry all he knows,”— 

so pious on prayer-meeting nights, aud so world- 
ly during the rest of the week,—it was Mr. 
Shearmap,—the greatest of small men and the 
smallest of great,—it was this clever rogue who 
used to give to us, night after night, at his resi- 
dence on the corner of Orange and Henry 
streets, the proper shaping of our reports on 
Mr. Beecher’s case for vur next morning’s pa- 
pers. 

Mr: Shearman was the man who always knew 
everything. When Mr. Tilton published his first 
etatemenut, it was not new to Mr. Shearman. 
When Mr. Moulton followed, he contributed 
nothing to Mr. Shearman’s knowledge. No re- 
porter on the New York press has ever yet dis- 
covered a piece of information unknown to Mr. 
Sbearman. 

In this omniscience his only competitor has 
been Gen. Tracy. This gentleman knows that 
Mr. Beecher is guilty or not oe Few men 
have had equal opportanities for knowledge. He 


Mr. Tilton ; counseled with Mrs. Tilton; coun- 
seled with Mr. Beecher ; and he can make an excel- 
lent and convincing argument on the innocence 
or guilt’of any of these persons, at a moment's 
warning. Two years ago Mr. Moulton took Tracy 
into counsel, showed him some of the 
papers in this case, including Mr. Beecher’s 
apology, and summoned Mr. Tilton to advise 
with him. Mr. Tilton, who was in Mr. Moulton’s 
hands, assented reluctantly, after exacting from 
Gen. Tracy the pledge, that, if ever the case 
passed from compromise to baitle, he (Gen. 
Tracy) would not act as counsel for Mr. Beecher 
against Mr. Tilton. Franklin Woodruff—founder 
ofthe Mercantile Library of Brooklyn, Chair- 
man of the Committee of Fifty, and head of the 
house of Woudruff & Robinson—was a witness to 
this interview, and testifies that Gen. Tracy gave 
Mr. Tilton this pledge. How wellhe kept this 
pledge, all the world knows. Many members of 
the Brooklyn Bar go a great deal farther than 
Mr. Tilton does in 
CRITICISING GEN, TRACY , 

for thus changing sides against his plighted word. 
Gen. Tracy, Seaseee, could not forget that 
Mars, whose helm and shield ho bore during the 
recent civil strife, owed a debt to Venus; and 
the General felt personally impelled to take the 
side of his pastor, who through -love had come 
to war. . 

Mr. Beecher and Mr. Tilton are unlike in one 
respect. Mr. Beecher gets Shearman and Tracy 
to speak for him; Mr. Tilton allows no one to 
speak for him, except himself. Probably, if Mr. 
Beecher spoke on his own responsibility, be 
would not indulge in the vagaries with which Mr. 
Shearman aod Gen. Tracy have deluded the re- 
porters. Mr. Tilton, on the other hand, is a man 
with such a conscientious regard to particulars 
that, thongh he succeeded as ap editor, he would 
have failed as a reporter. Mr. Tilton said, early 
during the controversy, in an interview with Mr. 
Briggs, of the Brooklyn Union, that he declined 
to be judged for anything which the reporters 
put into his mounth. “* Judge me,” he said, “‘ by 
what I write and sign my name to.” There is 
something square in this. Mr. Beecher ex- 
plains away his letters ; repudiates them; denies 
them; bedevils them. Mr. Tilton, on the other 
hand, sticks like a manto what he writes and 
signs. 

We Bohemians were rather slow in finding out 
that Shearman was befooling us, Tracy bam- 
boozling ua, and Tilton telling the truth to us; 


but we 

FOUND IT OUT AT LAST. 
And, out of a buodred and twenty reporters on 
the New York press, I do not know of three who, 
whatever their opinious were at first, do not now 
believe the truth of Theodore Tilton’s charges 
against Henry Ward Beecher. 

This man Theodore is a strange feliow,—fa- 
miliar, yes unfamiliar,—companionable, yet dis- 
tant,—lovable, yet austere.¢ 

We all call him ‘*‘ Theodore” familiarly, vet 
not one of us would dare make a vulgar remark 
Fin his presence, nor tell a story such as ladies 
might not hear, nor in any wise offend the most 
scrupulous taste in thought or word. On the otber 
hand, although none of us would think of saluting 
Mr. Beecher as *‘ Henry,” yet we could all go to 
bim with the last new story,—certain that, 
though broader than the *‘ Broad Church,” he 
would be sure to give it a welcome ; for the great 
pastor’s genius is, after all, of the earth earthy, 
—and so are his tastes. 

lt has been acommon remark among us, that 
Mr. Tilton bas done nothing to “influence” the 
local press of these two cities in his favor. He 
has never sent a message requesting any of the 
editors to do anything for bim in this emergen- 
cy. He bas made no gifts toanyof the report- 
ers, nor used any personal persuasion, directly 
or indirectly, to suborn that great Rhadamanthus 
who dictates the judgments of the Metropolitan 
press. He is a self-contained man, despising 
outside aids, indifferent to public opinion, living 
in the cloister of his empty house, resting on 
his own resources, and fighting his battle with- 
out advice from others (except in its mere legal 
aspects), and with bis own unaidedpe=. The 
Herald said that he was 

‘* THE CALMEST MAN 

connected with the controversy.”” I know this 
to be true. He rises at 6, goes down to his din- 
ing-room, meets his aged housekseper ** Katy,” 
receives from her av egg and acup of coffee, 
thanks her as if he were her Bishop absolving 
her sins, goes to his writing-desk, and works 
steadily till noon. 

He allows nothing to flurry or fluster him ; his 
sorrows he keeps to bimself,—as a strong man 
always does. He conducts his controversy with 
the quietude of a map who is cultivating roses 
in his garden; he has not been heard to say an 
angry word agaimst any of,his enemies; he 
wastes none of bis nerve in useless excitements ; 
he acts like a man who expects a long fight, and 
who means to endure to the end of it. 

The only trace of emotion visible in his man- 
ner is when some one makes an allusion to Eliz- 
abeth. He speaks of her invariably in private in 
the same terms of respect and good-will which 
gave such a singular gilding to his examination 
before the Committee, and to his two published 
statements. 

HER PORTRAIT BY PAGE 

hangs on the wall of his study, and his favorite 
photograph of her, taken years ago, before the 
troubles came, stands at his elbow, as if to lead 
bim back, from the woman who betrayed him, to 
the wife of his youth. When his children come 
to see him—as they frequently do, from the 
country, where they are staying—he makes no 
allusion to the existing sadness, but speaks of 
their mother as if she were merely away on a 
visit to some friend. The kindly opinion which 
this man eutertains of his wife hae not been ob- 
literated either by her original crime or subse- 
quent falseboods against him. ‘“*‘ Human nature 
is weak,” he says, ** even in the strongest, and 
Elizabeth, after all, is above the average. She 
is better than most of her critics. As her great 
fault is known to the world, so I feel bound to

It has excited our Bohemian wonder to witness 
the evenness of tone in all Mr. Tilton’s remarks 
about this controversy and ite actors, and espe- 
cially about his wife. 

Mr. Tilton’s statement has produced a great 
impression in his own city. It has decided the 
wavering, and made them his friends. It has

many of his staunch opponents, who would not 
believe Mr. Beecher guilty except by such evi- 
dence as the letters of Mrs. Morse and her 
daughter coutain. One of the most eminent 
lawyers of our local Bar said to me to-day, in the 
City-Hall, ‘‘Mr. Tilton ought to have been a 
lawyer; he has handled his case with masterly 
ability. The in which he analyzes Mr. 
Beecher’s letters, showing how they all point to 
the crime of adultery, would prodace an over- 
whelming effect if delivered to a jury. 

One of our Judges said, “ Mr. Tilton has left 
nothing for his lawyers to do; be has done it all 
himself.”

Under the sudden cir- 
cumstances of recent war and emancipation, it 
is a vindication of freed labor and the rich soil. 
WM Yet, political passions and race-repulsions, in- 
tolerance and profligacy, the absence of an intel- 
ligent public spirit and of formative ability, have 
given dignity to nothing but the manual labor 
that is exerted there. Neither race appears to 
have anything above a Creole capacity to submit 
to reasonable intuition and experience. A com- 
mon greed for oflice; protection by conspiracy ; 
sullenness, and insincerity, and general want of 
faith, exist in five States of the South. The 
family-feuds of the whites, in many places, draw 
our attention from the more prevalent want of 
human accord between whites and biacks; and, 
when we endeavor to take hold of the 
situation, and ascertain who ig most re- 
sponsible for the evils of this section, 
the mind is baffled by the diversity of 
views, the contrariety of facts, and the apparent 
impossibility of presenting any relief which 
shall be just to all or republican toany. This 
' GENERAL FACT 

may be said to be established: Those States of 
the South which have been remitted, in the 
course of events, to their native white people, 
give us far less concern than when a few adven- 
turers manipulated the negro-vote under the en- 
couragement of a partisan Congress. Georgia 
is a signal instance. Texas and North Carolina 
will probably present the same lesson. Arkapn- 
sas, Louisiana, and South Carolina, are hideous 
examples of the obverse. They are not Govern- 
ments in any sense of just administration, care 
of ali the people equally, or intention to sur- 
Arkansas 
has been a mere conquest, as perfectly 
as that of Peru, varied only by a 
quarrel between the Pizarros and their rivals. 
South Carolina is a pestiferous and discouraging 
example of the incapacity of mere ignorance 
in the mass to exist in self-government. Louis- 
iana has been the precarious prize of a piece of 
grand larceny, perpetrated between a Jydge, 
certain Customs-officers, and the President 
of the United States. The conduct of the Pres- 
ident toward Arkansas and Texas is so directly 
at variance with his own precedent toward Lou- 
isiana, that the present outbreak may well give 
him apprehension, thinly disguised under the 
assumption of passion. There is but one logical 
way to proceed: Suppress the _ rebellion ; 
impeach Durell and prosecute him for civil 
crime afterwards. Turn out the Custom-House 
officers, inciuding the President’s brother-in- 
law, and leave Kellogg suspended in the air, 
subject to his own contemptibility, until Con- 
gress can come to his relief and tumble him 


into obscurity. The South must Northern- 
ize itself, Wecannot transmute our thoughte 
and traditions to those people anv more tian 
Cromwell or Castelar could make Ireland and 
Spain Protestant. 

BUTLER ON THE SOUTH. 

The speech of Gen. Butler before his Essex 
constitueacy began, the other day, with a de- 
scription of Great Britain protecting five of its 
citizens by an expedition to Asbantee, and of the 
United States, per contra, allowing its negro- 
citizens to be pexweeuted. This was an outbreak 
of the same sickly sentiment which has per- 
vaded ali the work of Reconstruction, and which 
differs from Euglish ways and methods as much 
as American extremists differ from British ma- 
terialists. In no other country would the exiat- 
ence of iocal internal disorders become a party- 
ery, particularly when those disorders are the 
resuit of judicial usurpation, backed by 
the cemtral authority. The Knglih people 
would be as ready to smite down the Gov- 
ernment of Giadstone, if it supported a 
Casey and a Durell, as they were to ap- 
gen the march on Magdala and Coomassie. 

n the States of Kentucky and Tennessee, we 
are witnesses of the State authorities and the 
popular press moving with vigor on vitiated or 
beathen localities where the negro is in danger ; 
while, in Mississippi, we see no such promptness 
to suppress negro risings against the whites. It 
is true that the policy of Epglaad is external 
and of America domestic, but a vast domestic 
area like ours is only to be governed by the 
forees which exist at the spot of difficulty, in- 
berent in the society. If ten years of peace has 
not rearoused those forces, we may well pause 
and inguire whether something has not hap- 
pened at the Federal seat to benumb the ener- 
gies of the parts. The entire administration 
of affairs in the South from Wasbington 
has been for party-ends, and not (for 
the restoration of harmony. Harmony has been 
the jast thing desired. For barmony, a negro 
might conseut to vote his political opponent to 
office. For harmony, the negroes might divide, 
like white people, on local issues, and not vote, 
hke Cossacks, in stolid mass, propelled from a 
distant signal-station at Gloudester or Indianap- 
olis. For harmony, the wid new passion to be 
suddenly Somebody mght-be put off in thou- 
sands of negro-breasis, and corn aud cotton be- 
come the staples of the black householder’s 
desire. If we can imagine the British Govern- 
ment, by whatever politicians administered, 
setting up Negro-Leagues to hold Jamaica, or 
couutenaucing Provincial Legislatures such &s 
J. 8. Pike described in South Carolina, we can 
also imagine Gen. Butler, orSix Hudson Lowe, 
or Adelbert Ames, announcing at Land’s End 
the policy adequate for Scotland. 

This question is now material, and appertain- 
ing to our own safety. A war in Louisiana 
means the expenses thereof out of our own 
pockets. It is time for the Anti-Slavery school 
to expire, and the Manchester school to take the 
platform. Why is Louisianain arms? Is it the 
black man’s fight? Itis not. Bleck men lie in 
their blood, groaning in agony to-day, for some- 
thing which ten years should bave eupplied pre- 
vention for. Let us fix our attention there! 

HOW LOUISIANA BEGAN. 

Under the puipy military-civic administration 
of Gen. Banks, Michael Hahn, a man of 

,0r appearance and obscure character, but 
a comparatively-honest politician, got the Chief- 
Magistracy of Louisiana. Then, in 1865, Sum- 
ners plan to territorialize the Southern States 
until society could become tame and assimilate 
ite differeaces, drew forward Henry C. Warmoth 
as delegate on behalf of the pegro-vote. War- 
moth was of a large mustache, a face 
suggestive of the brazier’s art, a kind of smol- 
dering eyes double-barreled by a great deal of 
practice, and a pair of long legs. He looked 
Lara just stepped out of yellow covers, a trace 
of which remained in his yellow kids. He ap- 
peared to the awe-struck Southern people to be 
the Northern Prussian, the Crown-Prince of the 
conquest. They looked and caved. Warmoth 
stayed in Washington long enough to see what 
small men govern nations, and returned to New 
Orleans with a choker-collar and other haber- 
dashery to intensify the prevailing impression of 
bimeelf. The Bourbone had, meantime, got 
possession of the State, and behaved illegally 
and wantonly toward the negroes. Mr. War- 
moth was elected Governor, coming in at the 
heels of a bloouy riot which dismayed both 
Rebel and black citizens. 

He had capacity enough to have been 8 suc- 
cesefu!l man in office, but from every side he was 
threatened: by his followers with rapacity 
by the negroes with the mendicancy 
of office, by the Rebel element with compli- 
ments and deceit, and by the new President of 
the United States with a long and silent dislike 
which began in the army when Warmoth was on 
the staff of Grant's rival and opponent, John A. 
McClernand. 

THE sTORY. 


There lay the seeds of the present difficulty. 
For eleven years Grant has looked upon War- 
moth as an upstart and an impostor. For four 
years Warmoth was Governor, and, 
the Republicans agreed, their Legislatare ate up 
the sustenance of the State, devised imperial 
schemes of monopoly sad extortion, and even 
reached toward the City of W with 
levee and deta jobs which were pressed upon 
Congress. |

Tweeds and Sweeneys are 
made—called the Republican State Convention 
within the walls of the Custom-House, under 
the protection of United States troops. Pack- 
ard is the only carpet-bagger in 
Orleans, whatever his wickedness, who fa 
sesses the long-headed, obstinate ties 
of an i ined politician. He was at head 
of the Republican organization through the 
loose political acumen of Warmoth, who did not 
appreciate him. The Custom-House Conven- 
tion was the wish and hint of Grant conveyed 
through the United States Collector, James 
Casey,—a flabby, good-natured, julep-drinking 
man, who had married Mrs. Grant's sister. 


‘Packard and Casey refused admittance to War- 


moth and all bis party. 

Then followed the two Conventions,*Pinch- 
back—-a dandy negro of some faculty and no 
character—was run into the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernorship by the timely death of Oscar J. Dunn, 
a comparatively high-minded African. The work 
of Warmoth was generally illegal ; of Packard and 
Casey, revolatiovary and shameless. The Leg- 
islature itself was kidnapped by Casey’s revenue- 
cutter, and the State was without half legal 
authority,—a ship without a heim, rn 
the people at large by the hideous example of 
in authority. . 

Unable to make terms with Grant, Warmoth 
bolted for Greeley. Pinchback now joined the 
Custom-House party. The Presidential and 
State elections of 1872 were attended with the 

eatest evergy on the part of Warmoth, and 
McEnuery and Penn were elected to the Guberna- 
torial offices. They alone possessed the re- 
turns. There were no other returns whatsoever. 

Having served the spite of the President to tne 
full measure of their ability, the United States 
officers at New Orleans saw no other course than 
to prostitute the Judiciary also. They accord- 
ingly procured a United States Judge made to 
hand,—C. H. Durell, Justice of the Diustrict,— 
a late-cdiner and drinker, and boss of profitable 
thiogs in bankruptcy-cases. He compelled the 
recognition and counting in, by supposititious re- 
turns,—the figments of candidates whose wish 
was father of their guess-work,—of the Custom- 
House candidate—a shambling, lean, country- 
store looking man, named Kellogg. 

The object of President Grant was now at- 
tained. Himself re-elected, and Warmoth’s per- 
sonal following reduced of all the semnp-tolkaes: 
ers of power, he had succeeded in bringing the 
the last settlement of this long quarrel up to 
the swordof the Chief Magistrate, of which 
he was possessor. Look again at 

THE SUCCESSIVE STEPS 
emanating from and returning to himeelf : 

1. The United States Collector is his brother- 
in-law; and the United States Surveyor his dis- 
tant connection,—Gen. Longstreet. 

2. The’ United States Marshal, Grant’s ap- 
pointee, gets, as a politician, the Chairmanship 
of the Republican organization. 

8. The United States Marshal, in the United 
States* Custom-House, packs the party-conven- 
tion. 

4. The United States Collector, with a United 
States revenue-cutier, kidnaps a part of the 
Legislature to cripple Warmoth’s legislation. 

5. The United States Distriet Judge illegally 
packs a Returning Board, and awards the elec- 
tion to the Unived States officer’s candidate. 

Nothing now remained to do but to back up 
the United States Jadge by recognizing Keliogg. 
This the President did, and possession became 
nine parte of injustice. For two years a 
usurpation, thus roundaboutly achieved, 
has directed the State of Louisiana. We 
must look to Cuba and [Ireland for 
equally direct interferences of the supreme 
State with a constituent part, To have terri- 
torialized Louisiana indefinitely, as Charles 
Sumner proposed, would have been less to the 
provocation of the people, a more authentic 
form of conquest, and consequently no scan- 
dal. 

AFTER THIS FINAL OUTRAGE 

was perpetrated, and Kellogg, who possessed 
nope of ihe novelty, and cool, engaging assump- 
tion, of Warmoih, had become repulsive to the 
Louisiana people, the President began to repent. 
Larger objects covered the retina of his eye. 
The Third Term began to loom upon bis imag- 
iantion, as the bed-clothes over the opium-eat- 
era’ toe, in the story of Edwin Drood, took the 
vast proportions and architectural elegance of a 
great English cathedral. There was Matt Car- 
penter, in his pice oratory of association and 
Bohemian burst of justice, making the long 
series of outrages tolerably travelucent. There 
was a majority of the Senate in ashiver. There 
were all the other candidates for the Presidency 
taking hope on this stubborn perversity of 
Mr. Grant. There was the Louisiana aci 
in the background, to stand, like a speechless 
Cerar, in wooder at the President's concessions 
to Arkansas and Texas, where he bad no ene- 
mies to tip the scales. 

It was too late to do more than netify Con- 
greas that it would take a great deal off his mind 
if they would go over his work and correct it. 
Congress, bothered with its own respousibilities, 
went home. 

The crop of cotton was gathered. The ma- 
terial work of the year was cone. The banished 
Magistrates of the State took up arms im a day, 
and the Kellogg Governmeut vanished likea 
grease-spot in the laboratory of the elements. 
it ran like a rat before ail the terrier-creation. 
It was taken tenderly from its hole on the tip of 
a bayonet, and reinstated, ali trembling, iu the 
State-House. Sancho Panza presiding in Bara- 
taria was apn anointed Prince of dignity com- 
pared to this poltroonery of the Kellogg Gov- 
ernment.

And there it reigns, trembling yet. It looks 
with the beseeching eye of Michael Feeney, the 
Informer, upon the British redcoat Colonel, 
whose moral counterpart fluctuates between 
Long Branch and Washington.

THE BAYOU SARA AFFAIR. 
From the New Orleans Picayune, Sept. 19. 

Dispatches received early on Friday morning 
state that Thursday night about 9 o'clock the 
negroes around Bayou Sara and St. Francisville, 
West Feliciaoa, formed into armed bands. The 
white people were in possession of the town, 
but their number was exceedingly small, there 
being not over 100 white men able to bear arms, 
and these very badly armed with muskets, pis- 
toisa, etc. 

A constant firing was kept up on the outskirts 
by the negroes. The negro army grew momen- 
tarily larger by accessions from the neighboring 
plantations. 

The whites became very much alarmed, and a 
call for assistance was sent to Woodviile, Mise., 
about 25 miles distant, and to Baton Rouge. In 
both these places bodies of armed white men 
were raised and prepared to assist their brethren 
in Bayou Sara. 

Farly Friday morning the battle or firing was 
still kept up. Its result was still uncertain. It 
was rumored that the negroes had been so num- 
erous and powerful as to somewhat Jefeat the 
whites, and capture and disarm many of them. 
Others of the whites, though redu in num- 
bers, still held ont in the town. 

The news of the trouble being commnnicated 
to Gen. Emory, he at once telegraphed to the 
two companies of soldiers at Baton Rouge to go 
by boat to Bayou Sara. As the distance is only 
about’ 50 miles, the United States troops have 
probably reached the seat of war by this time. 

Bayou Sara, Sept, 18.—On Wednesday night 
we received reports of the intention of a large 
body of negroes to enter, sack, and burn the 
town, which were not entirely without founda- 
tion. Ali the available men were gotten ready 
for the attack, which did not take piace until last 
night, about 11 o’clock, when a body of negroes 
advanced on the town by the Woodville road, 
having ent the telegraph line and torn up the 
railroad about 5 p. m. 

They entered a store outside of our —— 
took what they wanted, and aeked for coal oi 
to burn the houses, and said that the store the 
were in then would be the only one exce 
from the barning. When they were halted they 
closed up and fired without answering. Citi- 
zens gave them two or three volleys, when they 
retreated in great disorder, leaving guns, 
and one horse. They were mounted. 

Two were wounded that we know of, and, it is 
supposed, others. They bad wagons along, sup- 
pees to for the purpose of taxing out spoils.

PITT KELLOOG, GOVERNOR OF LOUISIANA. 

The statement which lam now going make, as 
far as facts are concerned, and to which I subecribe 
~~ name, I am wiliing to attest on oath if required. 

n the latter part of the winter of 1862 I was trans 
ferred from the Captaincy of Company —— of the 
Fourteenth Regiment of Lllinols Volunteers (without 
my knowledge or previous consent) to the First Ma- 
jorship of the Seventh Cavalry of Lilinocis Volunteers, 
I thereupon reported to Col. Pitt Kellogg, now Gover- 
por of Louisiana, whose regiment was then af Cape 
Girardeau, Mo,, on the Mississippi River. Soon after 


my reporting the regiment was ordered to advance to- 
wards New Madrid to attack Island No, 10. At that

On our way from Cape Girardeau, Mo., to New Ma- 
drid, with all its thrilling incidents, when, by the fre- 
quent absence of Col, Kellogg, I was thrown into the 
entire command of the regiment (a kind of command 
to which I had been accustomed, having just been 
transferred from the infantry, and an absence, by the 
by, which nothing required except Kellogg’s Own 
whim), one day, unexpectedly by me, he entered my 
tent (while I was lyirg on my couch sick, from s sick- 
neas on account of which I was afterwards com 
to resign at Pittsburg Landing), and said to me as fol- 
lows ; and, that I may put it as it occurred, I wili 
speak of myself as Major and of him as Co/onel: 

Colonel—* Look at that.” (As be asid that, he 
showed mea draft from Washington on the Sub-Treas- 
ury of New York for $500, for his last quarter’s salary 
as Chief-Justice of Nebraska Territory.) 

Major—“ Are you Chief—Justice of Nebraska?” 

Colonel—** Yes,” 

Major—“ I did not know that before.” 

Colonel—“‘ Bat I have been for some time.” 

Major—* How long?” 

Colonel—*“ This is my fourth draft.” 

Major—“ Have you ever been to Nebraska ?” 

Colonel—* No.” 

Major—* And you are takings salary from the Goy- 
ernment for services which you never performed ?” 

Colonel—*“ Yes ; why not?” 

Major—“ And aleo taking a salary of over $3,000 a 
year as Colonel of this regiment ?” 

Colonel—“ Yes ; why not?” 

Ma jor—* Are yuu not afraid to do so?” 

(Remember that at this time I was lying sick on my 
back, almost unable to ride my horse; and, if he 
was arrested, the command would devolve upon me 
entirely, when I had not the physical strength to 
meet it.) 

Colonel (with a smile)—“‘ They do not know at 
Warhington that I am Colonel of the Seventh Dlinois 
Cavalry. I got my commission as Chief—Justice of 
Nebraska from Washington, and my commission. of 
Colonel from Gov. Yates; and I receivemy pay as 
Colonel from the Paymaster of the army, and my pay 
as ChiefJustice of Nebraska from Washington; and, 
in this turmoil of events, they do not know that I am 
receiving two salaries,” 

Major—* But, Colouel, are you going to draw that 
$500 draft for your quarterly pay as Cimef-—Justice of 
Nebraska, while you are also drawing your pay as 
Colonel of the Seventh Liliuois Cavalry ? ” 

Colonel—* Yes ; certainly.” 

Major—* You know that if any person should report 
you to headquarters, you would be arrested and court- 
martialed as an ojicer and impeached as 8 /udve, 

Colonel—*“ Yes ; but pobody knows of this but you 
and me; end I snow you will not tell it?” 

Major—** How do you know it? Do you not know 
that, if you were out of my path, and wished it, I 
could report it, and you be arrested, amd I eould leap 
into your saddle as Colonei of this regiment, and you 
would be sent home in disgrace? ” 

Colonel—*“ Yes, I know that; but I know this: I 
know that you are too feeble to assume the res ponsibil- 
ities of ihis regiment, and I know you will not do it.” 

Major—** How do you know it?” 

Colonel—* Well, I think you won't.” 

Major—*Col, Kellogg, you have judged correctly 
from wy present condition; you know I am sick and 
weak; you know I do not wish, and cannot assume, 
the responsibilities of this regiment; but there is 
something higher in this conflict ‘than making money. 
If I were upon my feet, in what little strength I've 
got, while I do not and have not craved the seat in 
your saddle as Colonel, at ail hazards I would report 
you to headquarters as receiving two salaries at the 
same time.” 

I do not pretend, after the lapse of more than twelve 
years, that the above is the exact language of what 
transpired on that occasion. But the substance is 
there, and in the form of the question and answer. 
The interview at the time was so vividly impressed 
upon my being (and who does not, amid the terrible 
struggle of arms, retain, as of yesterday, the “ving 
reminiscence of all that occurred, of which he wasa 
part), that I have not made any misrepresentation, This 
statement, fortunately for him, as I think, I made to 
a distinguished citizen of this town, im tely after 
the War, in July, 1865, and warned bim that, if he be- 
came associated with hifm (Col. Kellogg), as he might 
have done, be would associate himself with a man 
who would inevitably disgrace humanity, snd heap 
disgrace wpon all who come within the cover of his 
direful wings. 

Ifmy siatement about Gov. Kellogg's drawing « 
double salary is not true,the records at Washington 
will pronounce me a liar; or, if the records do not 
show what I assert, it will only be another instance of 
the ease with which records can be made to disappear.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


THE NEW WISCONSIN TARIFTS. 

The Wisconsin railway-managers have found 
the task of adjusting their freight-tariffs in con- 
formity with the Potter law a very difficult one. 
The issue of the writ of injunction forces upon 
them the necessity of strict compliance. For 
local traffic they will issue distance-tariffs, more 
incongruous than any hitherto published. For 
the first 25 miies the rates will be alike 
from any point within that distance; be- 
yond that, they wiil increase and continue 
the same up to 50 miles, when another advance 
will be made, not varying until the 75th mile is 
reached. This will discriminate unjustly against 
saippers who happen to be stationed a few miles 
over 25, 50, or 75 miles from the point they de- 
sire to reach; but it will bein strict accordance 
with the law. For instance, Hartland is 23 
miles from Milwaukee, and Nashota is 26. Both 
are large grain-sbipping stations. The law al- 
lows 6 cents per 100 pounds for the first 25 miles, 
and 10 cents for any greater distance up to 50 
miles. This would make the rate from 
Hartland €@12 per car, and from Nasho- 
ta $20 per car,—a discrimination of $5 
per car on account a 3-muile 
further haul. On all short distances the rates 
allowed by the law are much higher than those 
now in force, but for long distances the reduc- 
tion is very considerable. 

The effect of compliance with the law has 
been to reduce rates upon roads outside the 
State-of Wiscovsin. Competition forces equal 

rices hpon competitors for the same trade. The 

innesota and lowa roads, which compete for 
the Upper Mississippi business, are drawn into 
the reduction. Thus, reducing the rates from 
La Crosse and McGregor to Lake Michigan 
points compels the Chicago, Dubuque & Minne- 
sota Railroad to reduce correspondingly or fore- 
go its share of the traffic. 

But the greatest ny has been to agree 
upon equitable divisions. The law says the dis- 


tance shall be computed from the point where 


the shipment is received, notwithstanding it 
shall pass over a connecting railroad. The 
Board of Railroad Commissioners, when applied 
to for relief, said the precise rates named in the 
law must be exacted on the distance computa- 
tion, and that the matter of equitable divisions 
was One the roads must settle among themselves. 
This the companies have endeavored to do, and 
@ more disagreeabic task has seldom engaged 
their attention. If divided arbitrarily, in strict 
accordance with the letter of the law, in some 
cases one road would not get enough to pay for 
greasing the cars employed in the run, 

It is very evident that some valuable informa- 
tion and experience will be derived from the 
operation of the law; aod, as strict ac- 
counts will be kept, the practical results of an 
inflexible tariff will be clearly manifested. The 
Railroad Commissioners are desirous that such 
accounts should be carefully kept, and have re- 
quested the companies to be prepared next Jan- 
uary to show both the receipts under the Potter 
law and what would have been received had the 
former rates beén exacted. This comparison is 
desired for the information and benegt of the 
Legislature. 

TOLEDO 4 MAUMEE NARROW GAUGE. 

A large party of the officials hnd others inter- 
ested in certain proposed Western ‘extensions 
and connections for the Toledo & Maumee Nar- 
row-Gauge Road have recently spent some time 
at Keithsburg, LiL, and on Monday of last week 
the party left that place on a reconnoissance in 
the direction proposed for the extension, which 
is known as the Forty-firet Paraliei Route. The 
Keithsburg News of the 17th, which is laboring 
for the extension or connection, has the follow- 
ing concerning the Toledo & Maumee Railroad: 

The Toledo & Maumee Road was opened for busi- 
ness—eight miles—a few weeks ago. From Aug. 12 to 
Sept. 4 it has carried 6,100 passengers, fare 15 cents, 
This was done on flat cars, with temporary seats, and, 
since the passenger train has been put on the track, 
ead the passengers more comfortably accommodated, 
the travel is largely increasing. 

The Hon, D. W. fl. Howard, President of the exten- 
sion of this line southwest to Van Wert, is also here, 
and assures us of a speedy advance of the work. The 
construction of 16 miles, and the bridge over the Mau- 
mee Kiver, will be commenced this month, The peo- 
ple are becoming thoroughly aroused to the fact that 
the narrow-gauge roads arethe only solution to the 
cheap transportation question. This enterprise is 
opening maguificently. 

THE GILMAN, CLINTON 4 SPRINGFIELD RAILROAD 
CASE.

Bioom:neron, Lil, Sept. 23.—The well-known 
case of Col. J. J. Kelly and others against the 
Gilman, Clinton & Springfield Railroad Company 
was set for hearing on Tuesday of this week, 
and, in anticipation of the disposal of the case, 
a large number of interested parties were in 
court. Among those present were John H. 
Williams, G. N. Black, and Samuel H. Melvin, of 
Springfield, Directors of the road and defend- 
ants in the suit; Maj. A. Orendorff, of Spring- 
field, who, with Gapen & Ewing, of this city, 
are counsel for the Directors; Mr. Thompson,

Trial of Aron Anderson ir the Crim- 
inal Court. 


The Testimony for the Prosecution 
All tn. 


Zolicy of the Defense. 


MORNING SESSION. 

The trial of Aron Anderson, upon an indict- 
ment charging him with arson, began yesterday 
morning in the Criminal Court, Judge Rogers 
presiding. The case for the prosecution was 
conducted by State's Attorney Reed and his as- 
sistant, Mr. Birch, while the defendant was rep- 
resented by Leonard Swett, Hiram M. Chase, 
and J. C. Crooker. There were present quite a 


number of spectators, including several ladies, 


among them the prisoner's wife and little giri 


about 2 years of age. 
THE INDICTMENT 
found by the Grand Jury at the July term 
charges that Arop Anderson, on the 29th of July, 
*“uplawfully, willfully, maliciously, and felon- 
iously did set fire to s certain building, etc., 
which said building was then and there used 
as and for a dwelling-house, and was then and 
there the property of George L. Mulfinger, with 
the intent then and there to destroy the same.” 
THE JURY. 

The first step in the proceedings was the im- 
paneling of the jury. In examining the jurors 
Mr. Swett asked each one the question whether, 
in view of the recent fires in Chicago, he had 
any prejudices on the subject of arson which 
would be likely to warp bis judgment in weigh- 
ing the evidence in a trial of this Kind; also 
whether they had ever been burred out, and, if 
so, had they any epecial prejudice against in- 
cendiaries ; also, whether they bad read the 
newspapers, and had formed any opinion ; also, 
whether they were or had been connected with 
any iwsurance company. There were compara- 
tively few challenges, peremptory or for cause, 
and the jury, as finally agreed upon, was as fol- 
lows: Thomas Powell, A. F. Williams, Stephen 
Race, C. A. Worcester, A. F. Wilcox, August 
Baumann, Charles T. Race, J. G. Savage, James 
Pine, A. H. Uphoff, Moses Hook, W. 8. Swan. 

SIDNEY P. WALKER 
wae the first witness called by the prosecution. 
He testified that he was Secretary of the Globe 
Insurance Company, and that a policy for #600 
was issued to Anderson, covering his household 
furniture. 
M. ©. HICKEY. 

Deputy Superintendent of Police, M. C. 
Hickey, testified that he had been a police offi- 
cer since 1854. He visited Anderson’s premises 
July 28, 1874, in the morning, at No. 217 Port- 
land avenue, formerly Buddan street ; went and 
examined the premises; on the lower floor a 
hole was found ourned in the floor near a bed- 
room door, the hole being 6 by 8 inches; 
under the front of the building’ the 
base boards had beeu taken away, evidently 
a short time before; this was under the front 
steps, and from there.a person would have to 
crawl on all-fours to get where the fire was. He 
saw some tracks leading to where the candle was 
placed. Anderson was arrested the same even- 
ing; he admitted that the overalls, sleepers, 
coat, and hat, found under the building, belonged 
tohim. [The clothes were here exhibited, and 
admitted by defendant's counsel to belong to 
Anderson. } 

Cross-examined by Mr. Swett: Anderson 
made no denial that the clothes were his. A 
diagram of the premises was here shown to the 
witness, and the position of affairs was explained 
to the jury. 

MORRIS HFA, 

Assistant Fire-Marsha!, testified that he was 
called to No. 217 Portland avenue on the even- 
ing of July 27, arriving there about 7:40 o'clock. 
Went in at the front door; his attention was 
called toa bole under the building; alsotoa 
candle, some brown paper, and pine me direct- 
ly below the hole burned through the oor, and 
piled up against a post, 

POLICE-SERGEANT DENNIS FITZPATRICK 
testified that he went to the building at 10 
o’glock in the morning, and found the place 
where the fire was; saw some paper, chips, and 
rubbish piled up against a post, below where a 
hole was burned in the floor. He arrested An- 
derson at Cornell. Afterwards two officers went 
under the house and passed up some kindling- 
wood; a board with a hole bored in it to hold 
the candle; a portion of a letter written by An- 
derson to his wife, the other portion of which 
was found in a drawer up stairs; in the wood- 
shed a piece of board was found, from which the 
candle-holder was split, also eome kindling-wood 
corresponding to that under the house. : 

Cross-examined Uy Mr. Swett: The letter was 
signed ‘Aron ;” it fitted to the part found under 
the house. The windows of the house were 
about 5 feet from the ground, and they could 
not have been entered without first cutting or 
breaking the blinds. 

Q.—Conld oot a man get in that bouse within 
five seconds A.—Ii examinedthe windows, and 
am satisfied a man could not get inin one min- 
ute. 

Q.—Couldn’t I get in, with my long legs? 
A.—I should think not; [ couldn't get in my- 
self. ° 

Mr. Swett—Well, I got in without any trouble. 

Mr. Reed—This was afterwards; it was all 
fixed for you to get in easily. 

Q.4( By Mr. Swett)—Do you swear that a man 
could not open the blinds from the outside, and 

etin at the window. A.—I swear that I tried 
it, and couldn’t do it without breaking the blinds. 
The insurance policy was fo in a bureaa- 
drawer inthe hous@ Anderson told me where 
tofind it. The kindling was piled up around the 
candle to the height of about a foot. A hole had 
been dug in the ground for the candle to set in. 

To Mr. Reed: An imaurance agent made an 
estimate with me of the value of Anderson's 
household furniture ; it inventoried about $420, 
which was far more than | would have paid fer 


t. 

To Mr. Swett: I arrested Anderson at a furni- 
ture factory in Cornell, where he was at work: 
this is 8 or 10 miles from the city. 

POLICE OFFICER JAMES BELL 

testified that he went to Anderson’s house at 8 
o'clock on the morning of the fire; found no 
one in the lower part of the house; the blinds 
and doors were ail closed ; got the key from Mrs. 
Tallmadge, who lived up-stairs, and unlocked 
the door; all the doors were lecked below; to 
get into where the fire was, he had to pass 
through doors, both locked; witness crawied 
through the breach that had been made in the 
boards on the outside. An outsider could not 
have got through this hole without first being 
inside the house. Some lime was scattered 
around the ground under the house. ‘The slip- 

rs and overalis and coat were marked with the 

ime. Anderson said he had worn the overalis 

on the Sunday preceding the fire. In the after- 
noon witness went under the bouse and passed 
up the paper, rubbish, and candile-holder. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Swett: Did not try the 
windows, but they were all closed; don't know 
whether or not they were fastened. The clothes 
were found ina closet, the door of which was 
open. When Anderson was arrested the Ser- 
geant told him what he was charged with. 

Q.—Did Anderson admit or deny his guilt ? 
A.—He said he knew nothing aboutit. He said 
he had the overalls on on Sunday, but dida’t say 
what he was doing at the time. 

The Court took a recess until 2 o'clock.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
GEORGE L. MULFINGER 
testified that he was the owner of the house oc- 
cupied by Anderson, who has lived there since 
April 5, 1873. He gave a description of the ar- 
rangement of the premises, saying that no one 
could get'In where the boards were torn away 
unless he was first inside the house. 
_ MRS. ELIZABETH TALLMAGE 

testified that she lived in the upper part of the 
house. Her little boy discovered the smoke of 
the fire about 7 o'clock in the morning, and 
came and told her. She shonted “Fire!” and 
sent her boy for the keys of the lower part of 
the house, left with her by Anderson early in the 
morning, when he went away. She went in and 
found the floor burning: saw the long candle 
when it was taken ont. The front door and the 
door under the etairway were both locked, the 
latter being locked from the inside. Andersoo 
seemed to be in a great hurry when he gave her 
the keys and went away. She saw no one go 
into the house after he left. No one could have 
gone inside without ber knowing it. She 
saw no one hanging about the house. 
There were four persons in Anderson's 
family, including his wife and two children. 
Mrs. Anderson was absent; had been for about 
three weeks. Witness and ggg Honey: on good 
terms with the Andersons. w Anderson 
around the house the Gay before, which was 


Sunday. There was no interior communication 
with Anderson’s part of the ’ 

Crosa-examined by Mr. Swett: Anderson usu- 
ally got up about 5 o'clock in the morning. Wit- 
ness and her husband arose about the same 
time. Witness was busy getting breakfast. 
When Anderson gave her the keys he asked 
her to hand them to his cousin when he came. 
The cousin came some time after the fire 
broke out, and asked for the keys. She didn’t 
bear Anderson say he hadn't time to de- 
liver the keys to his cousin. Mr. Appel, a 
neighbor, came in when the alarm was given, 
and with an ax cut a hole in the floor where the 
fire was burning ; then the candle was taken out. 
Afterwards the witness took the key, and un- 
locked the door under the stairs, to show a way 
to get under the house. Tbe door was locked on 
the inside with a self-locking catch. Witness 
was not at home duriug the previous afternoon. 
On the morning of the fire the officers were on 
haod within balf an hour from the time it burst 
out, One of the firemen got into the front win- 
dow, which had been opened from the inside. 
This was after the fire- been but out. The 
firemen dia not put any water into the house, 

Re-direct eraminatiion: Anderson was in the 
habit of going away Monday morning and being 
absent until Saturday aight while his wife was 
away. 

By Mr. Swett: Q.—Did you have & conversa- 
tion with Anderson concernmig a noise you had 
heard down stairs the week before? A.—I had 
heard a noise during his absence, and asked bim 
if anything had been disturbed. 

Q.—What did Anderson say ” 

Mr. Reed objected, and the objection was 
sustained. 

Witness proceeded to say that she heard a 
light noise down stairs, which might have been 
rate, and she asked Anderson if his things were 
all right. 

Q.—Do you swear that the thonght didn’t 
enter your mind that it was some person, and 
not rats, that you heard ? 

A.—I heard the noise, and naturally asked 
him about it. 

By Mr. Reed: It was im the night-time that 
she heard a noise. 

Q.—Was it like knocking off boards ? 

Mr. Swet® objected, and the objection was 
sustained, but not before Mrs. Talimage had re- 
plied that she heard no such noise. 

By Mr. Reed: Q.—Whas was the condition of 
the blinds when you went down-staira? A.— 
Lhey were shut. 

Q.—All of them? A.—All of them. 

Q.—Fast and close? A.—Yes, sir. 

Mr. Swett: Are you sure that all the blinds 
were fastened? A.—Yes, sir. ‘ 

Q.—Could the blinds when fastened be opened 
from the outside ? A.—I never opened them. 

Q.—Do you remember that Mrs. Miller had 
her boy open one of themin this way? A.—I 
didn’t see it. 

Q.—Did you examine all of the ten windows ? 
A.—I examined them all, toeee that the house 
was properly closed befoge I left it. 

THEODORE TALLMAGE 
testified that he left the house about fifteen or 
twenty minutes past 6 o’clock that morning. 
Anderson gave Mrs. T. the keys about 6 o'clock. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Swett: Nothing at- 
tracted my attention as to time, except that it 
was my usual time for leaving to go down-town. 
I was with Anderson the Sunday before the fire. 
I had no conversation with bim about leaving 
the house unprotected. He was dressed in his 
every-day clothes. 

DR. JACOB DAL 

testified that he lived at No. 219 Portland ave- 
nue. He was at home the morning of the fire, 
and heard Mrs. Ta!llmage ee the alarm: saw 
sinoke coming out; Mrs. IT. found where tbe fire 
was; witness went to the spot, and saw Mr. Ap- 
pel pull out the long candle ; hunted un the out- 
side for some place where @ map might have got 
in; found no such place, but a place was found 
on the inside, under the etairway. where some 
boards had been freshly taken away, 
and where the man got in to fix the 
things for the fire. On the piece of board in 
which a hole was bored to hold the big wax can- 
dle was found some remains of a stearine candle, 
indicating that another attempt bad been pre- 
viously made. The appearance of the board 
showed that the first candle had burned down to 
and scorched the board. 

Cross-ezamined by Mr. Swett: The windows 
were all closed; recollect that Mr. Tallmage 
opened the window to let me out ; don’t remem- 
ber that I got out. We were all excited. Mr. 
Appel tooklan ax and cut a hole through the 
floor. It was hardly ten minutes before the Fire 
Department arrived. 

In order to accommodate 

MR. A. J. BURPRIDGE, 

who had a sick child at home, he wae called for 
the defense before the other side had concluded. 
He tesiified to having knowm Anderson since the 
fire of 1871; bad lived a near neighbor with 
bim a year and ahbalf; for three months work- 
ed with bim in the same mill. On the morning 
of the fire saw Anderson about 1 o'clock north 
of his house, going toward Twenty-fifth street ; 
this was five minutes before 5 o'clock. Witness 
was on his way to the butcher-shop to get his 
meat. 

().—What was the conversation between you ? 

Mr. Keea objected. 

Lr. Smith said that he expected to show that 
on the morning of the fire Anderson left his 
house 10 minutes before 5 o'clock, to take the 
train for Cornell; that he did take the train at 
Archer avenue at 5 minutes past 5 o'clock, arriv- 
ing at Cornell about 28 minutes past,6. The 
conversation was necessary to snow what it was 
that fixed the time in witness’ mind. 

The Court ruled that the conversation could 
not be admitted as a part of the fact that wit- 
ness met Anderson. 

Q.—What time did you meet Anderson? A.— 
Five minutes before 5 o’clock. 

Q.—How do you know what time it was? A.— 
I looked at my watch to see whether! had time 
to get to my work. 

Q.—Did Anderson tell you where he was go- 
ing, and what time the train started. A.—He 
did, 

Q.— Where did he tell you he was going? Ob- 
jected to and objection sustained. 

Q.—What time did he say the train was to leave 
on which he was going? Objected to and objec- 
tion sustained. 

Q.—In what direction was Anderson going when 
you met him? A.—He was going directly to- 
ward the Archer avenue depot. 

Q.—What is Anderson's reputation as an hon- 
orable man and good citizen? A.—It is unex- 
ceptionable. 

Mr. heed declined to cross-examine this wrt- 
ness, 

John Dal testified that he threw the water on 
the fire, which had burned up through the floor. 

Louis Appel testified that he poured water on 
the fire, and chopped a hole in the floor to get at 
the cause of the fire. He found a wax-candile 
over 2 feet long, with some paper and kindling- 
wood, 

Police-Officer Christian Koster testified that 
he went to Anderson’s housegbout half-past 1 
o'clock on the morving of the fire. ‘The fire was 
out when he got there. A saloon-keeper turned 
in the alarm. 

SERGT. FITZPATRICK, 
recalled, testified that Anderson told him that 
he took the train at 6 o'clock Monday morning ; 
that he wore the slippers that morning, and the 
overails the day before. 

Mr. Swett: Didn’t he say be was in Cornell by 
6 o'clock? A.—He did not say that. 

Q.—Did you tell bim that you bad the dead- 
wood on him? A.—I did not tell him that. 

Q.—Did you not tell him that his story was too 
thin, and that he was sure to go tothe Peniten- 
tiary ? A.—I told him that it was a strong case 
agaiust him. 

Q.—Didn’t he say he had left his house all 
right? A.—He said that. 

To Mr. Reed—I told him the evidence was bad 
against him. and he said he knew it was. 

Mr. Reed—This is my case, 

THE DEFENSE. 

In opening the defense, Mr. Swett addressed 
the jury, saying that he expected to prove that 
the defendant had more value in his house than 
was covered by insurance. He had lived there a 
year and a half, and, on the 4th day of July, his 
wife went away to be gone some time. Ander- 
son worked at Cornell, only sleeping 
in the house Saturday and Sunday nights 
during his wife's absence, leaving the 
house wholly unprotected. The house would keep 
people from getting into it just about as well as 
a sieve would hold water, The windows were 
not fastened, and any person could unfasten the 
blind and raise a window. Anderson sometimes 
left the keys with his brother and sometimes 
with Mrs. Tallmage. The evidence would show 
that both the house and the shop wherein An- 
derson kept his tools were easily accessible to 
any one who wanted to get in, It would be 
pores that the addition of the clothing that 

. Anderson had with her would swell the 
valuation of the household effects to 
$600, the amount of the insurance policy. 
He could not have recovered the value of any 
article so removed aad not burned up. The pol- 
icy itself was in the house, and would have 
been destroyed, as would also a paid-up life in- 
surance policy for $200, some letters patent for 
an invention, and his tools in the shed, worth 
#50 or 860. Moreover, his mother in-law’s cloth- 
ing, valued at $100, was also in the house, mak- 
ing the total value of the contents of the house 
about $1.000. 

It would be shown that at about this time 
there were a large number of fires being set in 
the City of Chicago. No one but s hardened, 
desperate man wonld set fire to a building. and 
hence it was as important to show what

Gentlemen from 
various points of the country had come to Chicago 
to testify as to Anderson’s history and character, 
and it was expected to show for him as good a 
character as any man iv the court--a better 


‘character than the counsel himself could show. 


The first witness called was 
J. B. DRAKE, 
keeper of a meat-market in Constantine, Mich., 
where Anderson formerly lived. He met him at 
church and at Sunda ol, where Anderson 
was @ member of the Bible-class. Never a word 
was said against his honesty, fair dealing and 
good citizenship; much was said in his favor. 

The court adjourned until 10 o'clock this 
morning. .

Examination of the Casa by the 
Coroner’s Jury. 


Che Evidence Tends to Prove Strain 
Acted in Self-Defense. 


| Attempts of the Women to Kill the 
Prisoner. 


A Witness Afraid to Testify in Their 
Presence. 


What He Told a Reporter. 


Michael McQuaide, who was stabbed Monday 
evening by James Strain, died, a5 was expected, 
at half-past 12 o’clock yesterday morning. 
The Coroner held an inquest at McQuaide’s 
saloon yesterday, and the jury, upon 
the evidence adduced, found that Moc- 
Quaide died from the effects of the wounds 
inflicted upon bim by Strain. and the prisoner 
was then committed by Coroner Stephens to 
await the action of the Grand Jury. Mrs. Mc- 

' Quaide testified substantially as she is reported 
in yesterday’s Tarnune—throwing all the blame 
on Strain, and intimating that he picked the 
quarrel with her husband for the express pur- 
pose of killing him. Mary Connors, a domes- 
tic in McQuaide’s house, did not see 
the fight, but stated that, when Mrs. 
McQuaide was upbraiding Strain for what 
be had done, Strain said, “I don’t 
care if I have killed him; let him come out and 
fight.” Charles Moerdel was an eye-witness to 
the conflict. He heard some one cry out, “ What 
the hell are you trying to do; do you want to 
murder me?” and he thought it was Strain’s 
voice be heard. He saws brass faucef in Mo- 
Quaide’s hand, but did not see him strike. Jolin 
Kavanagh, who had been drinking with the pris- 
oner during the evening, distinctly heard 
for mercy from Mo- 
was pounding him, but 
he saw no blows struck. He saw a small 
club in McQuaide’s bands, and was certain if 
was not afaucet he had. The prisoner made a 
statement, being previously cautioned by the 
Coroner that what he might say could be used 
against him. He did so with so much earnest- 
ness, with so much apparent truthfulness, and 
in such a pathethic, sorrowful strain, that the 
jury, in the absence of any proof of previous 
threat, and with only weak testimony to show 


bone, ard had caused extencive hemorrhage. 
These wourds would be snificie nt to cause death. 
There were thirteen wounds in all, but those not 
here mentioned were of a minor character. 
_ MRS, M’QUAIDE 
was then called to give her textimony. At this 
time the entire sitting anu standing room in tue 
barp and on the ruined sidewalk outside, was 
oecupied by people connected with the Scock- 
Yards. So great became the weight on the iil- 
constructed sidewalk that it broke down. 
Mrs. McQuaide’s evidence was a repetition of 
the statement she made to a TrRipuNe reporter 
Tuesday, which was publiehed vesterday. The 
burden of it is that her husband was provoked 
into a qucrrel by Strain, purposely, and Strain 
stabbed and killed him. 
MARY CONNORS, 
a domestic in McQuaide’s, testified: I did not 
see the fight ; but I spoke to Strain after it, and 
while he was sitting in front of the house next 
door. I asked him whether he was not-ashamed 
of himself, and he rephed he did not care if he 
had killed McQuaide, and wished he would come 
out and tight if he were able. 
CHARLES MOERDEL, 
a resident of Thirty-fifth street, near Laurel, 
testified that he saw the fight; saw the two men 
jump from the sidewalk and get to the other side 
of the road; heard some one crying out, ** What 
in heil are you trying to do; do you want to mur- 
der me?” and thought it was Strian cried out, 
but was not sure. He saw McQauide have a beer 
faucet in his hand, but did not see him strikea 
blow. A short time afterward he saw McQuaide 
ooutside his own door in a bent posture, and 
he said, *“* Won't you let amurdered boym? I 
want to lie down.” 
JOHN LACEY, 
of No. 1154 South Halsted street, was next called 
as a witness. He was procured by subpena. He 
appeared full of fear, and was trembling as he 
took his seat when he was sworn. He spoke 
slowly, saying that he saw part of the fight; a 
boy entered the blacksmith shop where he was 
working and told him two men were fighting, 
and he (witness) went out to see the fight. Here 
witness refused to answer any further questions 
or state what he saw, and consequently the Cor- 
oner committed him to prison for contempt. 
JOHN KAVANAGH 
swore that Strain received some bad treatment 
in McQuaide’s saloon, and was struck by Mc- 
Quaide in av altercation previous to tbe fight in 
which the stabbing took place. He saw a small, 
turned club in McWuaide’s hand. 
THE PRISONER, 
Strain, was then called, and, being wained by 
the Coroner in the usual manner, he made a 
statement. In addition to what he stated toa 
TRIBUNE reporter Tuesday, be said: I was not 
drunk. I had been drivking during the day, but 
it was not whisky, it was beer. 1 was once a 
member of a Total Abstinence Society. I acted 
in self-defense ; I had to save my own life. I 
intended to deliver myself up to the police im- 
aetately after the occurrence, bat I was so lame 
‘and burt and weak from the beating I received, 
that I was unable to walk to the station-house. 
am very sorry this has occurred. 
The prisoner here sobbed loudly, and was re- 
moved. 
The jury then proceeded to consider 
TACIR VERDICT, 
and after a tifteen minutes’ deliberation brought 
in a verdict that Michael McQuaide died from 
the effects of stab wounds inflicted upon bim 
with a knife in the hands of James Strain, on 
the evening of Monday, Sept. 21, 1874. 
A police officer just then arrived with a request

| A JUSTIFIABLE HOMICIDE. 
This state of feeling was brought about after the 
close of the inquest by the statement of Joha 
Lacey, who was also an ere-witnexs | 0 the affray. 
This man works in a blacksmith’s shop next 
door to McQuaide’s house. He tiied to avoid ap- 
— g as a witness, and when, under subpena, 
was compelled to appear, he then feigned ill- 
ness and refused to teil all he knew. lt 
was clear that.the man was in some fear 
und to that was due his tremulousness. The 
Coroner, having received intimation that his tes- 
timony would be valuable, used his persuadin 
power upon Lacey. But it was of no effect, an 
the Coroner committed him to prison for con- 
tempt. When the jurors were signifig the ver- 
dict a police officer brought word from the 
- Pourth Preciact Station-House, where Lacey was 
lodged, that he was willing to make 
A STATEMENT IN PRIVATE 
to the Coroner and jury. What was now to be 
done ? was then the prevailing thought. The 
verdict was rendered, the inquest closed, and yet 
this man’s statement may exculpate Strain! 
The Coroner became momentarily wratpful, de- 
tlared that Lacey was the only cowardly Irish- 
man he had ever seen, and he deserved 
to be punished for his contum The 
jurors objurgated, some loudly and others. 
with bated breath, and it is surmised that Mr. 
Sirain would have indulged in a littie profanity 
also if he were aware of the circumstances. 
“Til put him undera $1,090 bail, by George,” ex- 
claimed Coroner Stephens, with wickedly twink!- 
ingeye. * He deserves it,” chorused the jurors. 
It turned out just as was anticipated. Lacey's 
statement, as will be seen, compietely substan- 
tiates Mordel’s suspicion, Kavanagh's statement, 
and the prisoner's own story that he was hard- 
pressed by nna 4 and his wife, and acted 
solely in self-defen 
AN INCIPIENT RIOT. 

A woman in afiliction and full of woe as one 
suddenly bereft of her consort must be, is an 
object of sympathy toall. But while men show 
their commiseration in a subdued and reason- 
able manner to one widowed under such circum- 
stances as Mre. McQuaide has been, for the 
feason that there is always a possibility 
that the murdered man may have been 
In the wrong, women blindly and foolishly 
demonstrate their feeling, for they 
come to the conclusion instantaneously and 
without the aid of deliberation that the prisoner 
alone was to biame. Such seems to have been 
the state of feeling among the women living in 
the neighborhood of McQuaide’s, yesterday. As 
many of them as would crowd to see a circus 
procession—and how few would not ?—-gathered 
at McQuaide’s in the forenoon, and, after listen- 
ing to the barrowing recital of her wrongs from 
Mrs. McQuaide, were charged full of vengeance 
against the prisoner when the Coroner arri7ed, 
and the jury was almost complete when the

Here Strain and two policemen ‘entered the 
cell.

Dr. Schliemann, says the Pall Mall Gazette, 
describes in the Aligemeine Zeitung an ascent 
made by Lim last month of Mount Parnassus. 
He did not see any snow until he had gained an 
aititude of 6,000 feet, and even theu only in 
clefts of the mountain. At 9 in the evening, 
afver repeatedly losing his way, hearrived at one 

of the highest of the shepherds’ huts; but the 
place was so filthy that he preferred to sleep with 
hie companions in the oven air. This be did 
with comparative comfort, though when he left

Deiphi that morning the tem pera- 
ture was at 32 degrees Reaumur, while 
at his sleeping-place the thermometer 


showed 4 degrees ouly. At 2 a, m, thev proceed- 
ed on mules for an hour and a balf, after which 
they hadto climb with hands and feet up the 
Lykeri, which is the highest peak of the moun- 
tain. They reached the summit with much 
labor at5o’clock, justas the sun was rising 
To the east they saw the green fields and 
meadows of Bootia, Lake Copais, Attica, the 
island of Eubcea, andthe Ajgean Sea; tothe 
north, the mountain chains of Otbrys and (Eta, 
Pindus, Olympus, Ossa, Pelion, and Athos; 
to the south, the high tableiand they bad 
visited on the previous day, the ravine of 
Pleistos, in which Delphi lies hidden, the beau- 
tiful plain of Krysso, the bays of Cirrha and An- 
ticlirba, and the magnificent mountain-ranage of 
the Helicon, the bay of Corinth, Acrocorinthos, 
the mountains of Achaia, descending precip- 
1tously to the sea, the high mountains of Ar- 
cadia, and in the back-ground the gigantic 
Tayzetos; to the west the mountains of Locria, 
Aitolia, and Acarnania, and behind them 
the Adriatic. Dr. Schliemann adds tha 
on the summit of the mountain, he Pra 
only one kind of pliant, with small thick 
leaves, but that at the foot of Lykeri there were 
six different species, giving abundant food to 
the sheep. Some of the shepherds have 2,000 
sheep, which is equivalent to a property of 30,- 
000 drachmas, or 7,000 thalers (£1,100), Every- 
where on the mountain-tops there are high 
stones of various shapes, which serve as land- 
marks to the shepherds in foggy weather. The 
women carry about with them a very primitive 
spinning apparatus, with which they are con- 
tinual!v spinning wool, whether they sit, stand, 
or walk.

Clouds of Winged Ants. 

The Dausville (Livingston County) Advertiser 
says that on Monday morning last citizens of 
that place were attracted by the sight, at a few 
hundred feet above the earth, of clouds of 
winged ants ‘** moving from the head of the val- 
ley northeasterly, in long lines, like flocks of 
pigeons.

These insec‘s 
were the droppings from the clouds above—ithe 
tired or cowardly stragglers, probobiy, of the 
grand army. They were found to be smail- 
winged ants, a little larcer than sand-flies, and 
resembling them sontewhat. A gentlemen who 
came up from West Sparta during their flight, 
said that the air was go black with them in frout 
of him that he could hardly sec his horse.

IRREGULAR PRACTICES OF NATIONAL BANKS, 

Wasuineron, D. C., Sept. 23.—The Comptrol- 
ler of the Currency, having recently ascertained, 
through the reports of the Examiners of Nation- 
al Banks, that certain National Banks are in the 
babit of drawing drafis on their correspondents 
in New York at sixty or ninety days’ date, ac- 
ceptance waived, has advised these institutions 
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that such issues are in violation of Sec, 23 of the 
National Bank act, which prohibits the issue of 
post notes. Such transactions subject a Nation- 
al Bauk to a forfeiture of its charter, under Sec. 
53 of the National Bankact, and itis the inten- 
tion of the Comptroller to commence proceed- 
ings, if necersary, to prevent euch practice. 
Other National Banks are in the habit of fur- 
nishing tbeir depositors with checks drawn one 
day after date, instead of on demand, for the 
purpose of evading the Internal Revenue law re- 
quiring a 2-cent stamp to such checks, The
